1. Operations Under Consideration 

The NYO is cognizant of the fact that the local 
operations of the BPP are in a chaotic state due to the uncon- 
sistent leadership techniques demonstrated by HUEY P. NEWTON 
and LEROY ELDRIDGE CLEAVER. 

It is also apparent that one of the most active Black 
Extremist operations in the New York area is the distribution 
md sale of the BPP newspaper, "The Black Panther." 

Both of the above-described situations have been /* 
selected as the main points to be exploited and attacked as 
part of the continuing counterintelligence program of the NYO. 

2. Operations Being Submitted 

On 12/3/70, the NYO proposed that a series of anit-BPP 
articles written by FRANZ TAGAE, a Ghanaian writer, be distributed 
to interested field offices as an aid in future counterintelligence 
efforts.

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- — On 12/14/70, it was proposed that a letter from 
,a member of the Venceremos Brigade critical of the way Negroes 
'are treated in Cuba should be sent to various SNCC members 
nationwide. 

On 12/14/70, the NYO suggested that a letter aimed at 
disrupting any relationship which might exist between SNCC and 
the BPP should be mailed to various people in the New York 
City area. 

On 12/21/70, it was proposed that a letter should be 
sent to HUEY NEWTON which was critical of the riotous living 
engaged in by certain BPP members in the New York area. 

On 12/28/70, the Bureau granted authority for the 
Atlanta Office to implement a New York counterintelligence 
proposal set forth in New York letter to the Bureau dated 
12/10/70. 

On 1/20/71, the NYO proposed that a letter to the 
Editors of the local New York newspapers complaining of BPP 
activities in New York should be prepared and sent to those 
concerned. This proposal was approved by Bureau air tel dated 
■ 1/25/71. 

..On 1/28/71, newspaper articles critical of BPP oper- 
ations nationwide appeared in local New York newspapers. It 
was proposed on 1/29/71, that these articles should be reproduced 
and mailed to concerned individuals. This proposal received 
Bureau approval on 2/3/71. 

On 1/28/71, an anonymous letter critical of HUEY 
NEWTON's activities was proposed to be sent to ELDRIDGE CLEAVER. 
Approval for this letter was given by the Bureau on 2/3/71.

3. Tangible Results 


Since the submission of referenced letter, the BPP has 
undergone a complete bou lever semen t in its organization and opera- 
tions in the New York City area. New York feels that the unsuccess- 
ful attempt by the BPP to hold the Revolutionary Peoples* Constitu- 
tional Convention in Washington, D.C., in the later part of 1970, 
as well as the abject failure of HUEY P. NEWTON in his attempt to 
attract a following by speaking at various East Coast colleges 
and universities, indicates some tangible results of captioned 
program. 

It should also be noted that the split which has developed 
in the high level leadership of the BPP to wit the falling out 
of NEWTON with CLEAVER, together with the purging of the "Panther 
21” from the BPP, may be utilized as evidence that the counter- 
intelligence efforts of the NYO have born some fruit. 

4/ Deveiooments of Counterintelligence Interests 


The aforementioned falling out of the various BPP readers 
plus tne disgruntled and undisciplined conduct of the rank and 
file BPP members presents future sources of counterintelligence 
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objects and targets. This, alonjfwith the possibility of the 
New York area BPP members splitting entirely from the National 
BPP leadership, are points which the NYO feel can be capitalized 
on under this program. 

The NYO will immediately inform the Bureau of any 
situations or developments that occur where counterintelligence 
techniques may be used. 

No action will be taken on any counterintelligence 
proposals without prior Bureau approval.

This 
organization in the past has utilized its newsletter to 
denounce the BPP and other black militants. This technique 
may enable the Pittsburgh office to establish contact with 
"Another Side" for future utilization under the Counter- 
intelligence program. 
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ThiB office 1b also in the process of pre- 
paring a band printed note to send to the BPP in 
San Francisco, Calif. , which is designed to cast suspicion 
on the NCCF leader in Pittsburgh.

IV. DEVELOPMENTS OF COUNTERINTELLIGENCE INTEREST 
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who had illegally occupied an apartment in a Memphis '■ 

Housing Authority project were expecting to be raided 
by the Memphis Police department in the early morning hours 
of 1/18/71 and ns a result were sandbagging and otherwise 
barricading windows and doors of this apartment.* As a 
result of the information furnished to the Memphis Police 
Department, the Memphis Police Department expedited this 
raid from 3:00 a.m. to around midnight, catching the 
PRP-NCCF members by surprise, catching them with guns 
without ammunition and without completing the sandbagging 
and barricading of this apartment. This in the minds of 
the Memphis Police Department no doubt prevented bloodshed 
and enabled the Memphis Police Department to successfully 
apprehend all subjects. 

Information from Memphis informants enabled the 
Memphis Police Department to locate and apprehend, the 
day' after the above arrests, two additional PKP-NCCF 
members who were not in the apartment house at the time 
of the above-mentioned raid. 

Information furnished by Memphis in formants, which 
was disseminated to the Memphis Police Department, concerning 
a Support ANGELA „DA VIS Party attended by members of the 
Young Workers Liberation League (YWLL) and the PKP-NCCF, 
at which party juveniles were present, enabled the Memphis 
Police Department to conduct a raid on this party by Vice 

S_and resulted in the arrest of Memphis subject 
a YWLL leader at Memphis and a leader of 
oinmi t tee to Free ANGELA DAVIS. In addition the identity 
of all persons at this Support ANGELA DAVIS Party was

Information regarding the location and times of 
black militant meetings, parties and demonstrations and 
the locations at which PRP-NCCK members plan to sell copies 
of Black Panther Party newspapers and immediately furnished 
to the Memphis Police Department has resulted in close 
surveillance by the Memphis Police Department of these 

f i^ngs. parties, and demonstrations. It has resulted iu 
identification of people taking part, whose identity 
not known to the Memphis Office. As a side benefit, I~ 
r of the five automobiles used by the PKP-NCCF are no I 
gcr being used due to being towed to Police Department I 
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^storage lots for improper registration, unsafe condition 
or improper city stickers* This activity has cost 
" PRP-NCCF considerable money and has forced members to use 
public transportation. 

In addition, Memphis informants report that as a 
result of this close scrutiny by the Memphis Police 
Department, there is considerable dissension in the ranks 
of the PRP-NCCF. The high school students who were being 
cultivated by the PRP-NCCF have fallen away, and the PRP-NCCF 
has been unable to sell all copies received of the Black 
Panther Party newspapers. The use of PRP-NCCF funds to 
- settle minor traffic violations and improper registrations 
of automobiles and to bail cars out of Police Department 
storage lots has forced the PRP-NCCF to allow some seven 
members to remain in jail in lieu of $300 bond. 

The Memphis Office plans to continue and expand 
where possible this type of counterintelligence activity 
in working extremely closely with the Intelligence Unit 
of the Memphis Police Department in an effort to completely 
disrupt PRP-NCCF activities at Memphis, Tennessee. The 
Bureau will be kept advised of all developments.

On 2/15/71, at 12 noon, JOHITvCHANCELOR, NBC 
commentator, gave a five minute commentary, whic i was broad- 
cast over radio station WBIA, Augusta, Ga. The commentary 
bad to do with an investigation and report made by an 
unrecalled individual, into propaganda put out by Black 
Panthers alleging that police in the United States have 
murdered 39 Black Panthers during recent years. CHANCELOR 
points out this report breaks down each of these alleged 
murders into facts of what actually happened in each case.
